5.  The  minimum  rate  to  be  paid  to  primary 
producers  on  all  fluid  milk  supplied  to  a  milk-dealer 
for  sale  as  milk  in  fluid  form  shall  be  $5.03  a  100 
pounds  of  milk  of  3.5  per  cent  butter-fat  content, 
with  a  differential  of  7  cents  a  100  pounds  upward 
or  downward  for  each  one-tenth  (Ho)  of  1  per  cent 
above  or  below  3.5  per  cent. 

6.  (1)  On  and  after  the  16th  day  of  June,  1952, 
no  milk-dealer  shall,  without  the  written  approval 
of  the  Board,  operate  any  vehicle  for  the  purpose 
of  delivering  milk  to  retail  customers  at  their 
homes,  or  to  stores  or  other  business  establishments 
for  resale  to  the  public,  unless  such  vehicle,  cal¬ 
culated  on  a  monthly  basis,  is  selling  not  less

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant." 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned.

There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri¬ 
vate  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

MEMORANDUM  OF  AGREEMENT  made 
this  9th  day  of  August,  a.d.  1950. 

BETWEEN: 

The  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
represented  herein  by  the  Honourable  Stuart 
S.  Garson,  K.C.,  M.P.,  Minister  of  Justice, 
OF  THE  FIRST  PART 
and 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  represented  herein  by  the  Hon¬ 
ourable  Gordon  Sylvester  Wismer,  K.C., 
Attorney-General  of  British  Columbia,  OF 
THE  SECOND  PART. 

WHEREAS  Section  5  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Act,  being  Chapter  160  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  as  amended  is  as 
follows: 

“  5.  ( 1 )  The  Governor  in  Council  may  enter 
into  arrangements  with  the  government  of  any 
province  of  Canada  or,  with  prior  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  any  such  prov¬ 
ince,  with  any  municipality  thereof,  for  the  use  or 
employment  of  the  Force,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
in  aiding  the  administration  of  justice  in  such  prov¬ 
ince  or  municipality,  and  in  carrying  into  effect  the 
laws  of  the  legislature  or  municipality  thereof 
respectively;  and  may,  in  any  such  arrangement, 
agree  upon  and  determine  the  amount  of  money 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  province  or  municapility 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  such  services  of  the  Force. 

“(2)  There  may  be  included  in  any  such  ar¬ 
rangements  provisions  for  the  taking  over  by  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Force  of  such 
officers  and  men  of  any  provincial  or  municipal 
police  force,  respectively,  as  may  be  required,  and 
for  the  extension  to  such  officers  and  men  of  any 
provincial,  but  not  to  the  officers  or  men  of  any 
municipal,  police  force,  of  the  pension  benefits  pro¬ 
vided  for  officers  and  constables  of  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mounted  Police  Force,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions,  including  recognition  of  prior  service, 
as  may  be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
and  agreed  upon  between  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Government  of  any  province.” 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  for  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  to  take  over  from 
the  15th  August,  1950,  the  duties  at  present  being 
performed  by  the  British  Columbia  Provincial 
Police,  and  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  a  six 
year  period  from  the  15th  August,  1950,  similar  to 
that  arranged  between  the  Federal  Government  and 
other  Provinces,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

NOW  THEREFORE  THE  PARTIES  HERETO 
MUTUALLY  COVENANT  AND  AGREE  AS 
FOLLOWS: 

( 1 )  The  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  shall 
be  and  remain  a  Dominion  Force,  and  shall  be 
entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Dominion  Gov¬ 
ernment,  except  as  provided  in  the  immediate  suc¬ 
ceeding  paragraph. 
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(2)  As  and  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  August, 
1950,  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  shall 
undertake  the  duties  of  policing  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
and  services  of  a  law  enforcement  nature  formerly 
undertaken  by  the  former  British  Columbia  Provin¬ 
cial  Police  including  the  transportation  of  prisoners 
by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  any 
additional  police  duties,  which,  by  mutual  consent 
are  agreed  upon  to  be  those  which  would  have  been 
assigned  to  the  said  Provincial  Police  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  course  of  events,  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Provincial  Police  were  still  in  exist¬ 
ence,  and  carrying  on  the  duties  heretofore  assigned 
to  them,  with  the  exception  of  such  duties  as  are 
referred  to  in  paragraph  (17)  or  may  hereafter  be 
subject  to  agreement  with  respect  to  the  payment 
of  an  additional  cost  which  may  be  involved  in  the 
performance  of  such  duties;  provided,  however, 
that  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  enforcement  of 
Federal  Laws  where  Doukhobors  are  concerned, 
the  Minister  of  Justice  shall  be  consulted  and  no 
action  in  that  regard  shall  be  taken  by  the  R.C.M. 
Police  hereunder  except  such  as  may  be  agreed  on 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Minister  of  Justice  and 
the  Attorney-General. 

(3)  The  term  of  this  agreement  shall  be  from 
the  15th  August,  1950,  to  the  14th  August,  1956. 
However,  either  party  is  free  to  terminate  the 
agreement  at  any  time  on  one  year’s  notice  in  writ¬ 
ing  being  given  but  unless  either  of  the  parties  to 
this  agreement  has  given  to  the  other,  prior  to  the 
14th  August,  1956,  one  year’s  notice  in  writing  of 
its  intention  to  terminate  the  agreement  on  the  14th 
August,  1956,  this  agreement  shall  continue  in  full 
force  .and  effect  until  terminated  by  either  party 
giving  to  the  other  one  year’s  written  notice  of  its 
intention  to  terminate  the  agreement,  the  period  of 
notice  to  run  from  the  date  of  delivery  thereof  to 
the  other  party. 

(4)  There  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  at 
all  times  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  for  the  purpose 
of  this  agreement  a  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  Force  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  (550)  offi¬ 
cers  and  men  including  ail  ranks,  provided  that  the 
strength  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  men  shall  be 
subject  to  increase  or  decrease  at  the  request  of  the 
Attorney-General  of  British  Columbia  on  his  giv¬ 
ing  one  year’s  notice  of  his  desire  for  the  increase 
or  decrease  thereof;  but  in  no  circumstances  shall 
the  strength  be  decreased  below  five  hundred  offi¬ 
cers  and  men  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police. 
In  the  event  of  the  strength  of  the  Force  in  British 
Columbia  being  increased  or  decreased  as  provided 
by  this  paragraph,  there  shall  be  a  corresponding 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (5)  relating  to  new  detach¬ 
ments.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph,  it  is  understood  that  in  the  event  of  the 
expiry  or  cancellation  of  a  municipal  police  con¬ 
tract  at  any  time,  the  total  strength  shall  be  de¬ 
creased  by  the  numbers  of  police  employed  in  the 
municipality  immediately  prior  to  such  cancellation. 

(5)  The  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  shall 
maintain  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  ap¬ 
proximately  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  (124) 
detachments,  but  where  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  requests  that  any  additional  detachments 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  shall  be 
established,  the  Province  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00)  per  man  per 
annum  referred  to  in  paragraph  (6)  of  this  agree¬ 
ment,  pay  to  the  Dominion  Government  the  sum 
of  seventeen  hundred  dollars  ($1,700.00)  per  an¬ 
num  in  respect  of  each  such  additional  detachment. 

(6)  Subject  to  the  provisions  in  the  other  para¬ 
graphs  of  this  agreement,  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  seventy  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  ($770,000.00)  each  year  by  semi¬ 


annual  payments  to  be  made  on  the  1st  day  of 
March  and  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year 
beginning  the  first  semi-annual  instalment  on  the 
1st  March,  1951;  provided  that  the  said  cost,  which 
is  based  on  fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00) 
per  man  per  annum,  shall  be  subject  to  review 
every  three  years  and  in  the  event  of  any  change 
being  necessary  by  mutual  consent  a  corresponding 
increased  or  decreased  rate  shall  be  substituted  for 
the  rate  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00) 
per  annum  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the 
amounts  payable  thereafter  by  the  province  under 
this  paragraph.  The  payment  shall  be  made  in 
favour  of  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada  and  de¬ 
posited  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue.  The  afore¬ 
said  payments  shall  include  and  provide  for  the 
cost  of  transportation  and  maintenance  of  prisoners 
by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Force. 

(7)  It  is  agreed  that  in  any  prosecutions  arising 
out  of  Dominion  enactments,  other  than  the  Crimi¬ 
nal  Code,  which  are  instituted  or  prosecuted  by 
a  member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
and  where  none  of  the  costs  of  prosecution  is  borne 
by  the  Dominion  Government,  such  prosecution 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  instituted  at  the 
instance  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  1036  (b)  of  the  Criminal 
Code. 

(8)  The  headquarters  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia  shall  be  at  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  or  such 
other  point  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  and  the  Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Province. 

(9)  The  Assistant  Commissioner  or  other  Officer 
Commanding  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  in  British  Columbia  in  carrying  out  this 
agreement  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  province  without  reference 
to  the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Force  at  Ottawa,  ex¬ 
cept  where  Federal  Statutes  ether  than  the  Criminal 
Code  of  Canada  or  Federal  Police  duties  are  con¬ 
cerned,  and  in  such  cases  where  additional  services 
are  required  or  additional  expense  involved  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  paragraph  (17). 

(10)  The  conditions  regarding  the  seniority  and 
prior  service  of  the  former  members  of  the  British 
Columbia  Provincial  Police  shall  be  as  agreed  upon 
between  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  and  the  Honourable  the  Attorney- 
General  of  British  Columbia. 

(11)  In  places  in  the  Province  where  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  Dominion  presently  owns  suitable 
quarters  these  quarters  shall  continue  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police.  In 
places  where  the  Provincial  Government  presently 
owns  suitable  quarters,  the  Dominion  Government 
may  acquire  same  by  lease  or  purchase  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon.  In  places  where  the  Dominion  Government 
leases  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  Force  and  the 
Provincial  Government  owns  quarters  at  such  point, 
the  quarters  owned  by  the  Provincial  Government 
shall  be  used  by  the  Force  if  such  quarters  are 
satisfactory  to  the  Government  of  the  Dominion. 
In  case  the  Dominion  Government  desires  to  estab¬ 
lish  permanent  quarters  at  the  point  where  the 
quarters  are  leased  from  the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  under  this  agreement  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  agrees  to  purchase  from  the  Provincial  Gov¬ 
ernment  the  quarters  so  leased,  provided  that  terms, 
mutually  satisfactory  to  the  parties,  can  be  agreed 
upon. 

(12)  All  arms,  equipment,  furnishings  and  sup¬ 
plies  of  every  description  of  the  British  Columbia 
Provincial  Police  which  are  suitable  for  the  use  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  shall  be  taken 
over  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  at  a 
price  to  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  the  “  agreed- 
on  ”  price  shall  be  payable  in  three  equal  annual 
instalments  on  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  suc¬ 
cessive  year,  beginning  the  first  payment  on  the  1st 
day  of  October,  1950. 

(13)  As  the  present  rates  of  pay  and  allowances  of 
|  some  members  of  the  British  Columbia  Provincial 
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Police  are  difficult  to  fit  into  the  ordinary  rates  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  for  the  same 
or  corresponding  ranks,  and  some  two  hundred  and 
ten  (210)  members  of  the  former  force  would  be 
adversely  affected  financially  without  some  adjust¬ 
ment  on  becoming  members  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police,  it  is  agreed  that  the  Marital  Status 
of  the  said  members  of  the  British  Columbia  Pro¬ 
vincial  Police  and  their  rates  of  pay  and  allowances 
on  entering  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
shall  be  those  agreed  upon  between  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  and 
the  Honourable  the  Attorney-General  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia,  notwithstanding  anything 
to  the  contrary  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(14)  All  personnel  taken  over  from  the  British 
Columbia  Police  Force  who  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  payment  to  the  Dominion  Government  of 
the  amount  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  as  the  sum  required  to 
place  them  in  good  standing  under  the  pension  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Act 
and  the  Dominion  Civil  Service  Act  on  the  basis 
of  the  British  Columbia  Provincial  Police  service 
shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  credit  for  pension 
purposes  for  all  service  performed  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  this  agreement  with  either  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  or  the  British 
Columbia  Provincial  Police.  Where  the  amount 
now  at  the  credit  by  way  of  employer  and  em¬ 
ployee  contributions  to  the  Provincial  Superannu¬ 
ation  Fund,  which  is  subject  to  transfer  to  Canada 
under  this  paragraph,  is  insufficient  to  place  such 
personnel  in  good  standing  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Act  and  the 
Dominion  Civil  Service  Act,  the  Province  will  pay 
to  the  Dominion  such  amount  for  that  purpose  as 
may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

(15)  In  the  event  of  any  officer  or  man  taken 
over  from  the  British  Columbia  Provincial  Police 
not  making  payment  to  the  Dominion  Government 
of  the  sums  required  to  place  him  in  good  standing 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Act  or  if  the  British  Columbia 
Government  does  not  make  the  payment  for  him, 
such  officer  or  man  shall  only  be  entitled  to  credit 
for  pension  purposes  for  such  service  as  may  be 
performed  by  him  subsequent  to  the  said  15th  of 
August,  1950. 

(16)  In  the  event  of  the  services  of  any  officer 
or  man  of  the  British  Columbia  Provincial  Police 
taken  over  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
under  this  agreement  being  for  any  reason  termi¬ 
nated  before  such  officer  or  man  becomes  pension¬ 
able,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  refund  of  such  part 
of  any  sum  paid  by  him  under  Section  14  of  this 
agreement  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mounted  Police  may  consider  fair  and  equit¬ 
able  in  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  as 
the  Government  of  Canada  may  approve. 

(17)  If  an  increase  in  the  strength  of  the  Force 
is  necessary  at  the  request  of  the  Attorney-General 
of  British  Columbia  in  the  case  of  a  general  strike 
or  other  serious  emergency  due  to  floods,  cyclones 
or  similar  disaster  or  to  distress  among  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  Province  or  any  prolonged  civil  dis¬ 
turbances,  then  the  Dominion  Government  agrees 
to  increase  the  strength  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Force  in  the  province  at  the 
request  of  the  Attorney-General,  in  order  to  ade¬ 
quately  deal  with  the  emergent  situation  and  the 
consequent  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  paid  shall 
be  such  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  between 
the  Attorney-General  of  the  Province  and  the 
Minister  in  control  of  the  Force. 


(19)  It  is  understood  that  all  expenses  for  gen¬ 
eral  police  investigations  within  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  up  to  the  time  of  trial  in  the  case 
of  indictable  offences  and  up  to  the  time  of  con¬ 
viction  in  the  case  of  offences  punishable  on  sum¬ 
mary  conviction  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  with  the  exception  of 
expenses  incidental  to  the  transportation  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  prisoners  and  mentally  diseased  persons, 
all  expenses,  fees  and  costs  incurred  at  or  after 
trial  or  in  the  case  of  offences  punishable  on  a 
summary  conviction,  after  the  conviction  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Province.  The  costs  of  the  return 
from  outside  Canada  of  prisoners  who  are  required 
by  the  province  or  any  municipality  in  British 
Columbia  shall  also  be  borne  by  the  Province. 

(20)  It  is  agreed  that  the  total  number  of  men 
annually  recruited  for  service  in  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mounted  Police  throughout  Canada,  there 
shall  be  recruited  such  number  of  men  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia  as  will  bear  the  same  ratio 
to  the  total  number  recruited  throughout  Canada, 
as  the  total  number  of  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  employed  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia  for  policing  said  province  under  this  agreement, 
bears  to  the  total  number  of  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  throughout  Canada. 

(21)  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mounted  Police  shall  take  over  from  the 
British  Columbia  Provincial  Police  all  the  duties  in 
municipalities  undertaken  by  the  said  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Provincial  Police,  through  contracts  or 
agreements  at  present  in  force  between  the  said 
municipalities  and  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  upon  the  understanding  that 
in  all  cases  where  a  municipality  is  called  upon  to 
pay  more  than  fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00) 
per  man  per  annum  by  such  contracts  or  agree¬ 
ments  for  the  services  of  a  member  of  the  British 
Columbia  Provincial  Police  Force  or  its  successor — 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police — the  amount  in 
excess  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,400.00)  per 
man  per  annum  from  the  15th  August,  1950,  shall 
be  forwarded  in  each  case  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  for  deposit  to 
the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada,  dur¬ 
ing  the  unexpired  term  of  such  contracts  from  the 
15th  August,  1950. 

(22)  “The  Province  further  agrees  to  pay  to  all 
personnel  employed  by  the  Province  at  the  time  of 
signing  this  agreement  and  subsequently  employed 
by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  as  a  result 
of  this  Agreement,  or  any  other  agreement  related 
thereto,  an  amount,  by  way  of  separation  allow¬ 
ance,  equal  to  any  loss  in  pay  and  allowances  as 
from  the  date  of  this  Agreement  and  March  31, 
1952,  as  determined  by  the  rate  payable  by  way  of 
pay  and  allowances  receivable  from  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  at  the  time  of  employ¬ 
ment  and  the  rate  of  pay  and  allowances  actually 
paid  by  the  Province  immediately  prior  to  that 
time.”

ORDER  No.  24a  (  1952) 


Mercantile  Industry 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations 
hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  Order  No.  24  (1949)  of  the  Board, 
made  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  1949,  effective 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1950,  be  amended  by 
deleting  therefrom  section  4  of  the  said  Order,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following:  — 

“  4.  All  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clauses 
(c),  ( d ),  and  ( e )  of  this  section: — 

“( a )  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  8  in  the  day. 

“(ft)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours 
worked  do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

“(c)  Employees  working  under  Regulations 
Nos.  29  (ft),  16  (/),  and  19  of  the  Board: 
Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regu¬ 
lar  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  the  hours  established  by  the  re¬ 
spective  regulations. 

“(4)  In  cases  where  the  employer  and  the  em¬ 
ployees,  or  their  representatives,  agree  that 
this  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of 
pay  shall  not  apply,  the  overtime  rate  of  pay 
provided  in  clauses  (a)  and  (ft)  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  those  employees 
working  under  arrangements  with  respect 
to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or 


section  11  (4)  of  the  ‘  Hours  of  Work  Act  ’ 
until  the  employee  has  completed  the  hours 
so  established. 

“(c)  This  section  with  respect  to  the  payment  of 
overtime  shall  not  apply  to  persons  who  are 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
the  ‘  Hours  of  Work  Act  ’  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  4  of  the  said  Act. 

“(/)  That  except  as  provided  in  sections  5,  6, 
and  11  (3)  and  11  (4)  of  the  ‘Hours  of 
Work  Act  ’  and  Regulations  29  (ft),  16  (/), 
and  19,  made  pursuant  to  that  Act,  the 
hours  of  work  of  any  employee  shall  not 
exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week, 
unless  written  permission  is  obtained  from 
the  Board  to  work  such  overtime. 

“(g)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate 
of  pay  may  be  varied  by  the  Board  to  meet 
the  conditions  that  may  apply  when:  — 

“(i)  Any  part  of  the  mercantile  industry 
is  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the 
‘  Hours  of  Work  Act  ’  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  12  of  the  said  Act;  or 
“(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board 
with  respect  to  the  mercantile  industry  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  (2)  of 
the  said  Act.” 

2.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vic¬ 
toria,  B.C.,  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1952,  shall 
take  effect  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  1952. 

3.  That  Male  and  Female  Minimum  Wage  Order 
No.  24  (1949)  of  the  Board  is  hereby  amended 
accordingly. 

4.  That  a  copy  of  this  Order  shall  be  posted  and 
kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  employ¬ 
er’s  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected 
thereby  may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE 
ORDER  No.  6  (1952) 


Automotive  Repair  and  Gasoline  Service-station  Industry 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  the  interpretation, 
following  meanings:  — 

“Automotive  repair  and  gasoline  service-station  industry  ”  means  all 
operations  in  the  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  repair, 
overhaul,  painting,  cleaning,  washing,  or  reconditioning  of  any 
vehicle  powered  by  an  internal-combustion  engine,  or  any  part  there¬ 
of,  and  the  business  of  operating  retail  gasoline  service-stations, 
gasoline  pumps  or  outlets  where  gasoline  is  offered  for  sale  at  retail, 
including  services  and  undertakings  incidental  thereto: 

“Automotive  mechanic  ”  means  any  employee  doing  the  work  usually 
done  by  journeymen,  and,  without  restricting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  work  of  mechanics,  machinists,  metal-men,  painters, 
electricians,  radiator-men,  battery-men,  body-men,  forgers,  vulcani- 
zers,  trimmers,  and  welders: 

“Other  employees  ”  means  all  other  employees  except  automobile  sales¬ 
men,  office  employees,  watchmen,  janitors,  and  employees  employed 
in  the  production-line  or  assembly-line  manufacture  or  reconditioning 
of  automobile  parts  for  resale. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer  and  to  every  employee  in  the  Application  of  Order, 
automotive  repair  and  gasoline  service-station  industry  except  automobile  salesmen, 

office  employees,  janitors,  and  employees  employed  in  the  production-line  or 
assemby-line  manufacture  or  reconditioning  of  automobile  parts  for  resale. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall  be  Minimum  wage, 
as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  (ft),  (c),  (</),  and  ( e )  of  this  section  and  section  4 

of  this  Order: — 

( a )  Automotive  mechanics,  90  cents  per  hour. 

(ft)  Parts  department  employees  employed  exclusively  in  the  parts 
department  as  learners,  for  whose  employment  permits  in  writing 
have  been  issued  by  the  Board: — 

Learners,  parts  department: — 

40  cents  per  hour  during  his  first  two  months’  employment: 

45  cents  per  hour  during  his  second  two  months’  employ¬ 
ment: 
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Daily  guarantee.

(e)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer:  The 
employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the 
place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’ 
pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  does  not  com¬ 
mence  work  and  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the 
employee  commences  work,  unless  by  written  permission  the  Board 
varies  this  provision  with  respect  to  the  daily  guarantee. 

4.  All  employees,  except  as  provided  in  clauses  (c)  (i)  and  (ii)  of  this  section: — 

(a)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day. 

( b )  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked  do  not 
exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

(c)  (i)  In  cases  where  the  employer  and  the  employees,  or  their  repre¬ 
sentatives,  agree  that  this  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay 
shall  not  apply,  the  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  those 
employees  working  under  arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3) 
or  section  11  (4)  of  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the  employee 
has  completed  the  hours  so  established. 

(ii)  This  section  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not 
apply  to  persons  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of 
the  said  Act. 

( d )  This  section  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by 
the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  under¬ 
takings  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in  whole 
or  in  part  from  the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant 
to  section  12  of  the  said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an  in¬ 
dustrial  undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  (2)  of  the  said  Act. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his 
establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access  to  and 
see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty 
of  each  of  his  employees. 

7.  ( 1 )  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspec¬ 
tion  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions 
of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  That  Order  No.  6  (1948),  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  automotive 
repair  and  gasoline  service-station  industry,  dated  April  16th,  1948,  and  Order 
No.  6a  ( 1950),  dated  May  25th,  1950,  are  hereby  cancelled. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  17th  day  of 
April,  1952,  shall  take  effect  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  1952.
